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PREFACE. 


Tis an acknowledged truth, that who- 
ever believes in a Divine Being, be- 
lieves alſo, that divine worſhip ſhould be 
paid to him, and although the modes of 
that ſervice are various according to the 
different ſtates and conſequent opinions 


of men, yet, all for the moſt part agree 


in the neceſſit) of performing that pri- 
vileged duty. 

The Lord does not require this duty 
like an act of homage paid to an earthly 
ſovereign ; but ſolely for our god, that- 
thereby we might be brought into ſtates 
more recipient of the influx of his di- 


vine love, for he is continuaily ſtriving 


to .enter in and make his abode with 
man; and he cannot do it without man 
putting himſelf in the way. It would 
be well for thoſe to conſider this, who 


affect to neglect ſo important a privi- 
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lege; it not only has the appearance of 
diſregarding the Lord, and diſobedience 
to his commands, but allo is a great, 
perſonal injury, by loſing thoſe opportu- 
nities of enlarging the capacities of their 
recipient veſſels : how lamentable there- 
fore to ſee perſons who profeſs the ge- 
nuine doctrines of Chriſtianity, either 
whoily neglecting public worſhip for 


the moſt trivial occurrence, or elſe if they 


attend at all, it is when the ſervice is half 
done; thus making it appear by their 
conduct as if the Lord had only a ſmall 
part of their hearts, the greateſt part be- 
Ing attached to the love of themſelves or 
the world. But theſe things cannot be ſet 
in a more diſtinct point of view, than in 
the words of Swedenborg. 

A. C. 4347. —As tor humiliation and 
ſubmiſhon, there are few know why that 
ſhould be before the Divine, ai man is 


2n worſhip, hence allo neither do they 


know what that effects. They who are 


not in the knowledge of interior things 


cannot otherwiſe believe, than that the 
Divine wills the humiliation and ſub- 
miſſion of man, as a man who is in the luſt 
of glory, and hence that the Divine wills 
glory, and is affected with glory, which 
man attributes to him. But the caſe 

holds 
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holds intirely otherwiſe. The Divine is 
not in any affection of glory, for what of 
glory can be to the Divine from man? But 
he willeth humiliation and ſubmiſſion not 
for himſelf, but for the ſake of man; for 
when man is in humiliation, then he 
turns from the evil and falſe with him- 
ſelf, and then he removes them, which be- 
ing removed, the Divine can flow in 
with good and truth ; - every one may know 
this with himſelf; he who is elated in 
ſoul, is in the love of ſelf, and prefers 
himſelf, not only before others, but alſo 
cares nothing for the Divine; conſe- 
quently rejects the influx of good, aud 
hence it's conjunction with truths. This 
is the genuine courſe of humiliation of 
man before the Divine, hence it appears 
that good cannot be conjoined to truth, 
and tlius man cannot be regenerated, ex- 
cept he humbles and ſubmits himſelf. 
Humiliation and ſubmiſſion is predicated 
of traths, becauſe truths flow in by the 
external man, but good, by the internal ; 
thoſe things which flow in by the exter- 
nal man, they with themſelves have fal- 
Jacies, and from hence falſes, with their 
affections. But not ſo thoſe things 
which enter in by the internal, becauſe 
it is the Divine which flow in hereby, 

and 
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and meets truths that they may de con- 
Joined.

ritual principle from the Lord, are all 
things appertaining to religion and thence 
to divine worſhip, conſequently which 


teach the acknowledgment and know- 


ledge of God, and the knowledge and 


acknowledgment of good and truth, and 
thereby eternal life, which, in like man- 


ner as other e are imbibed 


from parents, maſters, preachings, and 
books, and eſpecially by applications and 
exertions of life in conformity thereto; 
in the Chriſtian world by doctrines aud 
preachings from the ward, — by the word 
from the Lord. | 

D. 235.—TIt is believed that the Lord, 


| becauſe he is to be adored, worſhipped, 


and glorified, loves adoration, worſhip, 
and glory, for his own ſake ; but he 
loveth them for the ſake of 2 becauſe 
man thereby comes into ſuch a ſtate, that the 
Divine can flaw in and be perceived, for 
thereby man removes his proprium, 
which prevents influx and reception ; for 
his proprium, which is the love of ſelf, 
hardens his heart and ſhuts it; this is re- 
moved by the acknowledgment that 
from himſelf nothing is done but Pp, 
- an

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and from the Lord nothing but good; 
hence comes ſoftneſs and humiliation of 
heart, from which floweth adoration and 
worſhip. ; 

A. C. 1618. Man, B during 
his abode in the world, g to live in the 
practice of external wor ſhi p, for by exter- 
nal worſhip things internal are. excited, 
and by external worſhip things external 
are kept in a ſtate of ſanctity, ſo that in- 
ternal things may flow in ; moreover man 
is hereby initiated into knowledges, and 

repared to receive things celeſtial, and i is 
alſo gifted with ſtates of ſanctity, though 
he be ignorant thereof, which ſtates are 
preſerved by the Lord for his uſe in eter- 
nal life; for in eternal life all his ſtates 
of life return. 

H. and H. 221.— Divine worſhip in 
heaven is not unlike that on earth, as 75 
the external part, though with regard to 
the internal there 1s a difference. 

Do. 222.—But the true divine wor- 
ſhip is not conſidered in the heavens, as 
conſiſting in frequenting the temples, 
and hearing preachings; but in a life of 
love, charity, and faith, according to the 
doctrines received, preaching ſerving only 
as the means of inſtruction in things per- 
taining to life, I have converſed with the 
angels 
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angels on this ſubject, and told them, 
that it is the general belief in this world, 
that divine worſhip conſiſts only in fre- 
quenting the churches, hearing ſermons, 
receiving the ſacrament of the ſupper 
three or four times a year, and obſerving 
other rites inſtituted by the church, toge- 
ther with attending at the public prayers 


with reverence and devotion : to which 


the angels replied, hat theſe external 


things ought 19 be obſerved, but that they 
availed nothing, if they did not proceed 


from an inward good principle, and that 


this conſiſted in a life according to the 
precepts which doctrine teacheth. 

Do. 225. —Whereas in the celeſtial 
kingdom they are all in the province of the 
good of love, which principle gives them. 
an intuitive perception of all truths, ſo 
that they have no occaſion to diſcourſe of 
them; however, notwithſtanding, hey 
have preachings there as well for the illuſ- 
tration of the truths they already know, as 
to enrich them with a farther inc regſe. 

If it is neceſſary for the angels in the 


celeſtial heavens to attend external wor- 


ſhip, ſurely it muſt be eminently ſo to 
men on earth; and we not only ſuffer a 
great perſonal loſs by not attending, but 
it is an injury done to our neighbour by 
not 
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not ſetting him a good example, conſe- 
-quently an injury done to the church as a 
body; for the word of truth hath ſaid, 
„Where two or three are gathered toge- 
ther in my name, there am I in the midſt 
of them.“ e : 

As to this-preſent form of worſhip, we 
do not pretend or preſume to ſet it up as 
a ſtar.dard for others implicitly to follow; 
for as we make no ſociety or individual 
our abſolute pattern, (yet wiſhing to copy 
the good in all ſo far as we percei-e it, 
ſo neither do we deſire to ſet up our opi- 
nions as a rule for others; but our prin- 
ciple is, to think and let think; in other 
words, to allow others that liberty we 
conceive right to take ourſelves. 

This form having been generally re- 
ceived by the ſociety, proves that it is 
agreeable to their ſtate ; other ſocieties of 
the New Church may be in a more per- 
fect ſtate, conſequently their forms will 
be more perfeR, for the ſtates of ſocie- 
ties cannot but differ as the variety of 
faces among men, no two being exactly 
ſimilar, thus maniteſting in a {mall de- 
gree the harmonious variety of infinite 
wiſdom in the unity of the Divine Eſſe. 

Although this form may differ trom 
others in particulars, yet we truſt we 


have 
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have kept cloſe to the two grand eſſentials 
and univerſals of the New Church : 

16% That God 1a Eifence and Perſon is 
one, in whom is a Divine Trinity, con- 
ſiiiing of Father, Son, and Holy Spirit, 

like foul, body, and operation in man,) 
and that the Lord and Saviour Jeſus 
Chriſt is that God. 

That in order to ſalvation, man 
muit live a life according to the ten 
cem nandments, by hung z evils as ſins 
againſt God. 

We have as much as poſhble com- 
poſed the whole of our worthip from the 
word; and have literally tranſlated ſuch 
portions of the word as are introduced 
trom the original Hebrew and Greek ; 
and to any one in the leaſt acquainted 
with the doctrine of correſpondencies 

in Which the whole of the word is writ- 
ien) they will appear divinely beautiful. 
We have alſo co: mprized the ſupplicatory 
part of our worſhip into one, and as con- 
ciſe as the nature of the ſubject would 
poſſibly allow; endeavouring mat it 
might b⸗ neither tedious by it's length, 
nor ſubject the mind to be diverted by 
various interruptions between the parts.

Eaſter and Aſcenſion Day, and no other 
particular days, is becauſe thoſe days 
more immediately relate to the Lord ; for 
however we may value the apoltles and 
primitive chriltians, we cannot think 
of introducing their names into the 
church, by appointing certain days for 
their remembrance, as we wiſh to drop 
the idea of all men, and eye the Loid 
alone. | 
To promote the kingdom and will of 
Jehovah Jeſus in the world is our fin- 
cereſt with, and with which we conclude, 
hoping a mantle of love will be thrown 
over our well meant, though perhaps 
weak productions; wiſhing life, ſalvation, 
and peace, to all men, of all perſuaſions, 
and of all countries.

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our heavenly Father, it becomes us not 
to attend thereto without ſome previous 
examination of our hearts; we are there- 
in called to the marriage ſupper of the 
Lamb ; let us be ready, by putting away 
the evils of the day, mortifying ſelf-love 
and the world, putting on the marriage 
garment of charity and faith, and above 
all, love and acknowledge the Lord as 


the giver of all that 1s good and true, 


whether from without by his word, or 
from within by the influence of his holy 
ſpirit ; love and ſerve our neighbour from 
a ſincere deſire to promote the preſent 
and eternal welfare of all within our 
ſphere; and in all things ſtudy to open 
in ourſelves, by obedience of life, a com- 
munion with the Lord, between the good 
and truth proceeding from his glorified 
body, and the knowledges of charity and 


faith derived from the word ; thus ſhall 


we be worthy partakers of thoſe ſpiritual 
bleſſings communicated in the holy ſup- 
per; for, ſaith the Lord himſelf, Behold, 
I ſtand at the door and knock, if any 
man hear my voice and open the door, I 
will come in unto him, and ſup with 

him, and he with me. 
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¶ Ai the time of adminiſtering the Holy ſup- 
per, the table having a fair white linen 
cloth upon it, and the bread and wine be- 
ing placed thereon, the miniſter ſhall begin 
with the following exliortation and decla- 
ration of the nature and uſe of the holy 


ſupper. 
Dearly beloved in the Lord, ye are 


now come to the marriage ſupper of the 
Lamb, who is the Lord God the ſaviour 
Jeſus Chriſt in his Divine Human, to be 
partakers of his fleſh and blood, that is, 
the divine good and divine truth proceed- 
ing from his glorified body, whereby 
your fouls may be nouriſhed unto eternal 
life. The bridegroom himſelf ſays, Come; 
be ye therefore ready, put away all evil 

from your hearts, look to the Lord ſeſus 

Chriſt alone, acknowledge him as your 

God, your ſaviour, and redeemer, and 

he will enter in and make his abode with 

you ; for behold, the tabernacle of God 

is with the men of his new church, and 

they ſhall be his people: yea, the Lord 

himſelf is now preſent in his Divine Hu- 

man, and waiteth to open heaven to all 
thoſe who approach his holy ſupper 

worthily, agreeable to his own declara-

| that the holy of love, and the holy of 
faith, flows then from the angels with 
man, thus through heaven from the Lord, 
from which conjunction is effected. 

From theſe things it appears, that 
man, when he takes the bread, is con- 
joined to the Lord by the good of love 

into him, from him; and when he takes 
the wine, which is the blood, be is con- 
joined to the Lord by the good of faith 
into him, from him. But let it be known, 
that conjunction with the Lord, by the 
ſacra- 
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ſacrament of the ſupper, takes place alone 
with thoſe who are in the good of love 
and faith into the Lord, from him; with 
theſe by the holy ſupper there is conjunc- 
tion, with the reſt there is preſence and 
not conjunction. 


Thus the holy ſupper includeth and 


containeth in it the Lord, his divine 


ood, and his divine truth; it follows, 
that it alſo includeth and containeth, both 
univerſally and particularly, all thin 
relating to heaven and the church; whence 
it is evident, that the Lord is completely 
omnipreſent, both as to his eſſential Di- 
vine, and as to his Divine Human; conſe- 
quently that in this ſacrament there is a 
ſpiritual eating and drinking, whereby 
the worthy receivers are admitted into 
the Lord's body, which conſiſteth of, and 
1s formed by, heaven and the church. 

When man is regenerate, the Lord is 
indeed preſent with him, and by his di- 
vine operation prepareth him for heaven. 
Nevertheleſs, in order to his actual ad- 


miſſion therein, it is expedient that man 


ſhould actually preſent himſelf to the 
Lord, as the Lord doth actually preſent 
himſelf to man in his glorified Human, 
in which he is omnipreſent; and the fleſh 
of this Human is divine good, and the 

blood 
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blood is divine truth, which are given 
to man, and by which man is regene- 
rated, and is in the Lord, and the Lord 
in him. Thus eating and drinking are 
acts of a ſpiritual nature, and thus the 
holy ſupper becomes a ſigning, ſealing, 
tertifying, and witneihng, even before 
the angels, that the worthy receivers are 
the ſons of God; and moreover, as a key 
to their houſe in heaven, where they ſhall 
on to all eternity.

J. What dolt thou believe of the laſt 
judgment. 6: 

A. I believe that a general judgment 
exiſteth in the fpiritual world when it is 
the end of a church, the Lord then exert- 
ing his omnipotence to lead captivity 
captive, and to eſtabliſh a new church 
upon earth, wherein he may {till have his 
abode with man. I believe allo, that a 
particular judgment finally ꝑpaſſeth upon 

every 
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every man after death, who is then ex 
amined according to the deeds done in the 
body, whether they have been good, or 
whether they have been evil, when 
each one paſſes to heaven or hell, where 
they remain to all eternity. 

O. How do you prove this from the 
Word? 

A. I. That a general judgment ex- 
iſteth in the ſpiritual world, when it is 
the end of a church, may be proved 
from John xii. 31. Our Lord faying, at 
the end of the Jewiſh church, Now is 
the judgment of this world, now hall 
the prince of this world be caſt out. 

Luke x. 18. And he ſaid, I beheld 
Satan as lightning fall from heaven. 

It may alſo be proved from a judg- 
ment being predicted to take place at the 
end of the chriſtian church, as generally 
in the whole 24th Chap. of Matthew's 
Goſpel, and particularly in Rev. xx. 11, 
12, 13. And I ſaw a great white throne, 
and him that fat on it; from whoſe face 
the earth and the heavens fled away, and 
there was found no more place for them ; 
and I faw the dead, ſmall and great, ſtand 
before God, and the books were opened, 
and another book was opened, which is 
the book of liſe; and the dead were judg- 
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ed out of thoſe things which were written 
in the books according to their works; 
and the ſea gave up the dead which were 
in it, and death and hell delivered up the 
dead which were in them, and they were 
judged, every man according to their 
works. 

2. The Lord hen exerting his omni- 
potence to lead captivity captive, and to 


_ eitabliſh a new church upon earth, may 


be proved from Pf. IXviii. 16. Thou 
haſt aſcended on high, thou haſt led cap- 
tivity captive, to receive gifts in man, and 
even to cauſe Jah Elohini to inhabit the 
rebellious (ones.) 

I believe alſo, that a particular 


| judgment paſſeth upon every man after 


death, who is then examined according 


to ihe deeds done in the body, whether 


they have been good, or whether they 
have been evil, may be proved from Matt. 
xVi, 27. The Son of man ſhall come in 
the glory of his Father with his angels, 
and then he ſhall reward every man ac- 
cording to his works. 

Matt. xxv. 32. Before him ſhall be 
gathered all nations, and he ſhall ſeparate 
them one from another, as a ſhepherd di- 
videth his ſheep from the goats.

world: the ſecond uſe is, that the perſon 
| baptized may know and acknowledge 
the Lord and ſaviour Jefus Chriſt, and 
follow him : the third and laſt uſe of bap- 
tiſm is, that man may be regenerated. 

O. Does baptiſm itſelf confer either 
faith or ſalvation ? 

A. No. It is only a ſign, that the per- 
ſon baptized may receive faith, and that 
he may be ſaved if he is regenerate. 

O. What is the uſe of the holy ſup- 

er? 
: A. Bread and wine, in the holy ſupper, 
repreſent the divine 1 and divine 
truth of the Lord's Dlvine Human; 
which being received in charity and faith, 
are productive of actual conjunction with 
him, and more immediate communion 
with the angels of heaven. Thus eating 
and, drinking are acts of a ſpiritual na- 
ture; 
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ture; and thus the holy ſupper becomes a 
ſigning, ſealing, certifying, and witneſs- 
ing, even before the angels, that the 
worthy receiver 1s a child of God, and 
moreover as a key to his houſe in hea- 
ven, where he ſhall dwell to all eternity.
